Caravans of pack innles at- 
tempting to cross the plains were forced 
to proceed very slowly, always ou the 
:\!eri, moving like an invading army, 
ever ready to repel the sudden attacks 
of an unseen aucl almost unknown ene- 
my. In ths spring of 1824 the first 'wag- 
on train reached Santa Fe with sup- 
plies, snd before winter it returned to 
the river laden with lino furs aud sil- 
ver. .That train contained over 200 wag- 
ons, each drawn by sis to ten joko of 
oxeu. Over 100 days were required to 
reach Santa Fo, tlie distance now being 
covered in 28 hours. This commerce of 
the plains grew to such proportions that 
in 185S there were ou the trail no less 
than 2,500 men iu some way engaged 
in this traffic.
